HARVARD WINS, 


Beating Columbia Easily in the College 
Boat Race—Time and Incidents, 


New Lonpon,Conn., June 20.—The four- 
mile straight-away eight-oared race between 
Harvard and Columbia colleges was rowed 
this morning, Harvard winning by twelve 
lengths. The wind freshened considerably 
before the start making a bad, chappy sea. 
Harvard had the west and Columbia the east 
course. Harvard, though splashing a trifle, 
got the best of the start and at no time was 


she headed. At the first half-mile Harvard 
was pulling thirty strokes and had a lead of 
half a length. At the mile, 
which was reached in just six 
minutes, Harvard had aclear length. Both 
crews pulled in fine form. Harvard gradu- 
ally increased the lead and dropped to thirty- 
three strokes, which she maintained to the 
finish. At this time Columbia was pullin 
twenty-nine strokes. The mile anda ha 
was past by Harvard in ten minutes. At the 
two mile flag her time was 13.05 with a lead 
of three lengths. Columbia at this point was 
twenty seconds behind. The race was virtu- 
ally over here. Harvard gradually increased 
her lead, Columbia showing visible signs 

OF BEING USED UP. 
At the two and a half mile flag, Harvard led 
by four lengths, pulling thirty-four strokes 
to Columbia’s thirty-two. At the three mile 
fiag Harvard had a lead of five lengths which 
was increased at the three and a half mile to 
seven lengths. Here Harvard made a 
fine spurt and _ crossed the line 
pulling thirty-four strokes, winning the 
race by twelve lengths, in 24 minutes and 
45 seconds. Columbia’s time was 25 minutes 
and 55 seconds.

The river is still rising gradually, but the 
predictions of the pessimists who had fore- 
told a flood four feet deep on all the first 
floors of warehouses fronting on the levee 
have fallen short of realization luckily, and 
promises so to continue. The bottom lands 
of the Missouri and its feeders are holding 
in reserve the oyerflow which will be 
paid out, gradually sustaining the high stage 
of water for several days,. which is vastly 
preferable to the sudden rise and rush which 
had been looked for. For the twenty-four 
hours ending at seven o'clock this 
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morning the rise was only seven inches, and 
from 7 a. m. to 10:30 a. m. it was one inch, 
which is at exactly the same rate, tending 
to show that there is, as yet, uo indication 
of the sudden influx which many dreaded 
would appear about this time and sweep 
every thing before it. The water varies 
from curb-high toa trifie lower along the 
levee below the bridge, but above it nearly 
all the sidewalks are covered as far as Cher- 
ry street, while several of the lower floors 
are inundated. Outfrom this part of the 
levee are lying such boats as the Centen- 
nial, War Eagie, Spread Eagle, and others 
Whose wharfboats lie below, but cannot be 
reached because of the high water, which 
has reduced the height of the bridge arches 
above the river to fifty-two feet, which is 
from eight to ten feet lower than is required 
for their passage. These boats are having a 
dull time of it, the depth and swift current 
of the water on the levee between them and 
dry land making loading a hazardous exper- 
iment which very few teamsters care about 
making. 

A surprising feature of the flood is the ap- 
parent apathy or resignation with which the 
river men seem to regardit. Where so much 
is at stake it might naturally be expected 
that almost all of them would be in constant 
communication with their agents in the dis- 
tricts which are under water and whose con- 
dition is the criterion by which future events 
may be gauged here. Such is 
not the case, however, und it 
was not until the river man invaded 
the office of Capt. John P. Keiser, president 
of the Anchor lines, that he was able to 
glean 

ANY DEFINITE INFORMATION 
regarding the condition of affairs up the 
Missouri river. ‘This was conveyed in the 
following telegram, which was. received at 
10:30 this morning: 

HERMANN, Mo., June 20, 1883. 
John P. Keiser, St. Louis: 

River rose two inches. Water now Is over 
Loutre island bottom. ’.. D. EITsEen. 

This telegram is of of a reassuring nature, 
as the rise at Hermann was much more 
rapid previously. Still the situation here is 
such that only a small additional rise will be 
sufficient to seriously -embarrass _ busi- 
ness on the levee. railroad is 
eighteen inches under water through- 
out a large part. of its extent, 
and the water, now plashing against the 
curb-stones, lacks but an inch or two of an 
invasion of some of the most important 
business houses on the levee. While the 
dry weather lasts, however, there is eee 
that even the present stage may be the high- 
est reached. The hot weather is looked 
upon by many as of evil omen, 48 it may 
presage another storm, which, if it were to 
prove of any extent and to fal! over the 
wrong place, would set all doubts and fears 
at rest and, possibly, result in a flood hardly 
inferior to the famous high water of 1844. 

No boats having arrived from up the 
Missouri it is impossible as yet to giean the 
interesting information with which river- 
men fresh from the overflowed districts will 
be laden on their arrival. None are ex- 
pected before Friday,so that inthe meantime 
such facts as are supplied by the overland 
routes must be relied upon. The Sidney, of 
the Diamond Joe Line, from St. Paul, will 
be here this evening andin anticipation of 
her coming, the tug Gartside was engaged 
this morning in shoving her whartboats fur- 
ther inland on the levee.

The Railroads, 
The situation of the railroads at noon to- 
day, in so far as they are affected by the 
high water and its results, is not materially 
changed from that of yesterday. ‘The 


Wabash is still shut out from Kansas City, 
and is sending all through business by way 
of the Missouri Pacific. Local trains are 
run as far west as Randolph bluffs, five miles 
this side of Kansas City, and passengers 
from local points along the line are trans- 
ferred to Kansas’ Cit by boat 
from the bluffs. ‘The Council Bluffs 
division is badly busted,” said 
Major K. H. Wade this morning. ‘lhe 
Grand river is higher than it ever was before 
and it’s raining ‘great guns’ again all along 
the line. At this moment there is no telling 
what the result may be. It’s going to rain 
here, too, before night. From what I can 
see now I don’t think the river will reach the 
highest ye here inside of two or three 
a All the rivers and streams northwest 
of herein which we are interested are rising 
rapidly and they are bound to be felt at this 
point. The through Council Bluffs train that 
we sent out last night, expecting it to 
go over the Humiston and Shenandoah rail- 
way, was delayed because of the going to 
pieces again of that road during the night, 
and now we expect to send it through over 
the C., B. & Q. If that fails we will keep on 
going farther north, but that train has got to 
get into Council Bluffs if it take#all summer 
to doit.”” The Platte river has submerged 
the St. Joe branch. On the east the Wabash 
remains intact. The C., B. & Q. is all right 
yet, and W. D. Sanborn said this morning: 
“We are the only line now open 
to Council Bluffs and points beyond. 
All our trains,inciuding those on the Keoxuk 
and St. Louis, are being sent out on time and 
are brought with littie delay. DPassengers 
are transferred at the Cuivre river by boat.”’ 
The other roads on the west are not troubled 
at all with the plentiful fluid and anticipate 
no further difficulty. Alb the roads on the 
east side are yet undisturbed and only the 
prophesied rise of several feet yet will dis- 
turb them. Most of them say that they can 
stand from twelve to thirty inches more, but 
even a twelve-inch rise will virtually 
close them all out. ‘The St, Louis and Cairo 
narrow gauge is submerged fora short dis- 
tance at Fish lakes but not to a sutfiicient 
depth to hinder trains from crossing.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Gen. Sherman 
and family leave their home forever to-day, 
and, after afew months’ recreation in the 
mountains and at the seaside, will take up 
their residence for the remainder of their 
lives at St. Louis. Gen. Sherman said, in 
talking of the change. that there were many 
reasons for their attachment io St. Louis. A 
special motive with Mrs. Sherman . was that 
they have two children buried in Calvary 
cemetery there, and they have many wari 
and devoted friends there. He had been 
identified more or less with St. Louis since 
1843. He haa been thoroughly identified 
with the Lucases and Turner’s, two of the 
oldest. families in St. Louis. In 1853 he was 
an active partner in the banking house of 
Lucas, Turner & Co., in San Francisco. He 
had bought property in that paft of the city 
now known as the Stoddard addition early 
in the fifties, and still owns some of it. He 
had returned to St. Louis just on the eve of 
the war, and accepted the presidency of the 
Fifth street railway. All this time he had 
maintained cordial relations with the peo- 
ple, and there were scores of houses where 
he would be just as welcome as he would be 


to retire from the army,” he said, “Il deter- 
mined to leave Washington. It is full of 
hollowness, hypocrisy and snobbery. 1 de~ 
clare it is an indecency and a shame the way 
families are invaded here by newspaper re- 
porters. There is no home privacy what- 
ever. You cannot do a thing in Washington 
that a reporter is not at your door to find out 
about it. So I said, ‘Ellen, you and the 
children select a home somewhere away 
from Washington. I will take you to Yon- 
kers or New York or St. Louis, or anywhere 
you want to go, but decide the matter for 
once and all time.” After due consideration 
they settled on St. Louis, and I said, 
‘Now, that ends it. We will have no 
more discussion about it. St. Louis is the 
place.””” He was disposed to indulge 
in a tirade on newspapers and certain news- 
paper men. “Now,” said he, “‘there’s this 
fellow, Whitelaw Keid, of the Tribune. 
He’s a treacherous cuss. He can write more 
lies to the column than any newspaper man 
in America. He ran like a scared wolf, too, 
at the battle of Shiloh. After the repulse of 
the first day he started to the rear, and never 
stopped running till he got to Cincinnati. 
He sent off a lot of lies to his paper, saying 
that our whole army had been beaten and 
cut to pieces, and was astonished to learn 
afterward that it was just the other way. 
And there’s MeCullagh, of the Globe-Demo- 
crat. Heisa treacherous fellow. He used 
to worm secrets. out of army officers and 
give them away. He has some brains, but I 
tell you I'd hate to hang my coat on his 
rack.”’

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Gen. Sherman, 
accompanied by Col. Tidball of his staff, left 
here this morning for Buffalo, where he will 
be joined by Chief Justice Waite and Jus- 
tice Gray. From there the party will start 
on their trip across the continent along the 


northern line of the United States, inspect- 
ing all of the military posts en route. Gen. 
Sherman would have postponed his depart- 
ure until after the funeral.of Gen.

A BIG ASSIGNMENT, 


The Williamson-Stewart Paper Com- 
pany Fail For Over $200,000. 
At a meeting ofthe board of direc- 
tors of the Williamson-Stewart paper 
company, held this morning, it was 
resolved that the company was in- 
debted beyond its ability to pay its 
creditors in fuil, and, therefore, 
an assignment was executed. The 
president, Charles Stewart, ac- 
cordingly made an assignment in the name 
of the company, toJ. P. Whyte. The as- 
sets assigned consisting of book accounts, 
notes, paper and envelopes, etc., general 
stock, ete., at 209 and 211 N. Main street, 
valued at $152,000, subject to deed of trust 
for nearly $100,000. 
The house was closely barred up as soon as 
the assigument was made, and a ticket on 
the door bore the simple announcement, 
“closed.” A Post-DiIsPaTcH reporter 
gnocked, but was refused admittance. Sev- 
eral persons gathered around the door, 
looked through the glass at the clerks at 
work upon the books inside, shook 
their heads and passed on. Mr. C. R. 
Williamson at length came out upon the 
sidewalk and gave audience to the reporter. 
He said that the Williamson-Stewart Paper 
company was organized six years ago by 
Chas. Stewart, Joseph Lk. Lawton,Gew. 
and himself. ‘ 
The capital stock was $50,000, one-half 
paid up at the time and $15,000, since. Mr. 
Stewart was not an active resident member 
of the concern. Lawton was manager up to 
last year, When a change became necessary 
and he, Mr. Williamson, as- 
sumed the lead. The immediate cause 
of the assignment was a threat on tbe part o4 
Lawton to call for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. The balance of stock had been 
called in, and Lawton failed to comply in 
respect to his interest. For five years 
ast the house had sustaiued 
1eavy losses. ‘Ihe liabilities could be 
placed at $219,500, of which $100,000 were 
preferred creditors’ claims. The assets were 
piaced at $202,385, including open accounts 
oe stock $96,000, and bills receivable 
510,000,

There is no profession which offers so many 
inducements. All the so-called learned pro- 
fessions are over-crowded, but in the nur- 
serymen’s profession there is plenty of room, 
especially in the upper story. There is 
no profession which requires greater intel- 
lectual ability. Our colleges, universities 
and schools are appreciating this fact, and 
it is a good sign for the 
times. He spoke at some length 
on the subject of transportation. He recom- 
mended that some business man be em- 
ployed to attend railroad freight conventions 
to insist upon the rights of nurserymen. He 
referred to the excessive taxation 
imposed upon nursery products. Another 
matter to which he called attention was that 
of tree agents. ‘The tree agent is a necessity. 
He has done a great deal of good. There 
are black-sheep among them, but there isa 
remedy for that. ;

Wright Explains the Progress 
of the Work for a Convention. 


The Merchants’ Exchange of this city 
has commenced an extensive movement for 
the purpose of agitating the subject of river 
improvement in the Mississippi valley. In 
an interview with a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter on the subject this morning, Geo. L. 
Wright, secretary of the exchange commit- 
tee said: 

“At a meeting which was called by the 
Merchants’ Exchange about the middle of 
March to take into consideration this matter, 
a permanent committee was appointed 
consisting of J. C. Ewald, 
E O. Stanard, N. McEnn is, 


Alex H. Smith, Frank Gainnie, Henry C. 
Haarstick, D. R. Francis and myself. 
Shortly afterwards we issued an invitation 
circular to all the commercial bodies, the 
cities and towns in the Missis- 
sippl Valley, wy a resolution 
to the effect that it is highly desirable 
that a representative of each of the various 
committees appointed by commercial bodies 
and towns of this valley in the interests of 
river improvements, be chosen by each such 
committee as a member of an executive 
commit ee on river improvements and 
at the same time asking such elected repre- 
sentatives to meetin St. Louis, on July 11, 
of this year, for the pan of devising some 
plan of action which will unite the commer- 
cial interests of the whole Mississippi val- 
ley in the work of secur- 
ing sufficient appropriation, from 
the general government to make our great 
water ways navigable the year round. The 
circular has been responded to with a great 
deal of enthusiasm and thus far we 
have reports from four commercial bodies 
in the different towns and cities 
scattered throughout the valley. Itis prob- 
able that from sixty to eigity such commer- 
cial bodies will be represented in the conven- 
tion when it meets, as reports sare 
still coming in daily. Among _ the 
places that have airead responded 
may be mentioned Memphis, Tenn.; Vicks- 
burg. New Orleans, Davenport, Dubuque, 
burlington, Clinton, lowa; Quincy, Winona, 
St. Paul, Kansas City, St. Charies, Mo.; 
Wichita, Kas. ; Minneapolis, Pittsburg, Lou- 
isville, Cincinnati, and others.” 

“What is to be the work of this conven- 
tion?” asked the reporter. 

“To take into consideration a plan of 
uniting the people of the valley in an effort 
to secure the necessary appropriations for 
river improvements. he geographical posi- 
tion of this city, as well as the  posi- 
tion which it occupies in a .com- 
mercial point of view, makes it incumbent 
upon us as the representatives of its com- 
mercial interests, to take the initiative in 
this movement. Itis quite likely that this 
convention will make arrangements for the 
meeting of another, to take place in Septem- 
ber at some important point, either further 
uD the river or below. That 
convention will vrobably be a fuller 
representation of the people of this 
region and its interests. From forty to five 
hundred delegates will, no doubt, be present. 
“Will any improvements, outside those 
belonging strictly to the Mississippi, be con-

‘Certainly. What we want is an outlet for 
the vast and ever increasing products of 
this whole region. At one time 
the East was the important 
part of the nation, and all appropriations 
were expended there. Nowa change has 
dawned upon us. Weare in the center of

ernment to make it at ange the year 
round, so that it can be made a regulator of 
rates for transportation to the Atlantic 
seaboird.

“It is damaging tothe health at all times,” 
replied the physician, ‘‘and more especially 
when it is taken in quantities by people who 
‘mever take into consideration the tempera- 
ture of the body at the time. It shocks the 
whole system, and the organism of 

human trame suffers severely from 

such shocks, and if continued, disease, 
and, finally, death will result. The heart 
suffers, the liver suffers, and the brain suf- 
fers. Cold draughts of water, or of any oth- 
er liquid interferes with the operations of 
the nutritive system and a complication of 
diseases is often the result. Water at a tem- 
ture above 40, is not hurtful when taken 

n smal! quanti*ies, but too many never stop 
to consider quantity and generally drink a 
bletful at atime and that many times a 
ay. When very cold, water tends to pro- 
duce thirst and the result is, many take so 
much of it on extremely warm days that 
the stomach becomes overburdened and 
some of the organs are arrested sometimes 
in the performance of their functions by mere 
mechanical force. ‘The digestion is impeded 
in two ways by cold liquids or ices. The 
temperature is jowered in the stomach to a 
point below that at which digestion is car- 
ried on, and the acids of that Organ are 
sometimes diluted to such an extent that 
they become inert.

“What do you think of our river water 
at its natural temperature?” 

“In summer it is too warm for drinking 
purposes and it ought to be cooled, but this 
way —e have of throwing lumps of ice 
into it and renuducing its temperature 
almost to the freezing point and then drink- 
ing it without any regard for the conse- 
quences is littie short of insanity. A very 
large per cent of the cases of dyspepsia that 

reseut theinselves can be traced directly to 

e use of ice-cold drinks in some form.” 

“By the way, there are other evils arising 
from the use of ice in this and most other 
cities. Much of it, I believe, is takeh from 
ponds and dikes and sloughs, where the wa- 
ter is stagnant and impure. Such ice con- 
tains dangerous elements in the form of poi- 
sons. Diseases of a febrile nature are some- 
times caused by the use of it.’’ 

“Then, doctor, I must understand you that 
freezing does not drive out the impurities ?’’ 

“Exactly so; they are frozeninthe water 
and remain there. Neither are their poison-

THE ANIMALCULA, 

which are found so abundant in all water 
which is ex to the action of the atmos- 
phere, may be killed by the freezing; that is, 
the living animals may die, but the germs 
‘are jJeft and will spring intw life as soon as 
the proper temperature is once again 
reached.

Dr. Jaminet of Washington avenue was 
next interviewed. 

“Doctor, do you consider ice water detri- 
mental to health?” the reporter asked. 

“I do, certainly; it is very injurious.” 

“How does it act upon the human system 
80 as to produce the evil effects?” 

“When the blood is heated by over exer- 
tion, or even moderate exertion, on a warm 
day, a glass of ice-cold water taken into the 
system at once will cause quite a shock by 
cooling the parts with which it comes in con- 
tact too quickly. Under certain conditions

disposition which has, for many vears now, 
been the principal attribute of his once 
charming wite, have their origin in ice 
Water, that is, in a large per cent of the 
cases. People go to court, talking about un- 
congeniality, neglect, the stupid, careless 
wife, the cruel, negligent husband, and a 
thousand other things, when, if they would 
open their eyes a bit, and remove 
the ice-piteher and drink pure Missis- 
sippi, their troubles would soon come to 
anend. A largeamount of the dyspepsia 
coming under our observation is traceable to 
this source. That is a complaint that drags 
along and hangs to a person for an age, 
making life miserable, notonly to the pa- 
tient, but for all those near to him and 
especially to those under his control. ‘Lhe 
complete failure of the ice crop for a few 


that disease in the city.” 

Dr. Merrell, of the American 
medical college, in discussing the subject 
said: “Ice water, when taken in large 
draughts as it usually isin warm weather, 
cools the stomach and its contents to a point 
too low to allow digestion to proceed with 
sufficient rapidity. In such cases a part of 
the food passes out of the stomach undigest- 
ed and acts as an irritative throughout the 
alimentary canal. Irregularity in the sys- 
tem and disease is often the result. We have 
numerous cases of what is now termed 
ice-water dyspepsia. In such cases we forbid 
the use of cold drinks and a cure ls soon 
effected. The constant use of ice water, when 
used without regard to health, 

HAS A VERY BAD EFFECT _ 
upon the whole system. The undigested 
food, irritating the mucous membrane of the 
organs, causes an excessive flow of mucous 
fluids. The duct which carries the bile from 
the liver to the duodenum, that is the 
organ just below the stomach, is sometimes 
stopped by this excessive flow, and the re- 
sult is the bile is forced back upon the liver 
and absorbed, to some extent, into the sys- 
tem. This must be remedied at once or it 
may prove disastrous. It generally shows 
itself in the skiu andin the eyes. It is a 
mooted question whether cases of sunstroke 
are, to any extent, caused by overheated 
blood. That question is disputed by physi- 
cians. The nerve centers may lose control of 
the temperature of the biood in some Cases. 
Doctors seldom take time in case of 
sunstroke to try the temperature of the body. 
They are too busy trying to restore him. 
The dilution theory is now objected to. 
Many people drink an enormous amount of 
water withent its having any perceptible 
effect upon digestion.”’ 
Dr. Shore said: “‘You can’t make a rule on 
the question of ice water. What wil: agree 
with one person will kill another. In the 
city, asa general thing, it is very hurtful 
to health and happiness, but in the country, 
where people’s blood is not generally heated 
to sucha high temperature, it is generaily 
harmless, and, in fact, heaithy. Warm milk 
willdo more to satisfy thirst, and at the 
same time is far more heaithy.”’ 
Dr. Montgomery thought that more dys- 
pepsia was produced by hot coffee and tea 
than by ice cold-liquids. Strong stimulants, 
he said, was the great pro- 
moter of indigestion. Cramps 
and colic sometimes result from a heavy 
draught of ice water and they often prove 
fatal in a short time. 

DR. MOORE SAID 

that the heart, brain, stomach, liver, spleen, 
and, in fact, every organ of the body may be 
affected by a draught of ice water so as _ to 
bring their functions to a stop in a few min- 
utes. Death is the result inmany cases. He 
mentioned a case that occurred only a few 
days ago in the Lindell hotel. Relief 
was effected in a short time and the patient 
recovered. 
Dr, Chase, an Olive street dentist, was 
uestioned as to the effect of ice water on 
the teeth. 

“It cracks the enamel,” he said, “and 
leaves the teeth liabie to decay. ‘The cracks 
can be seen, by means of a glass, in the 
enamel on the front teeth in the mouth of 


almost anybody. It has a still worse 
effect on teeth that are filled. The 
metallic filling expands and contracts 


more rapidiy than does the tooth, and it will 
finally tear itself away and become loose if 
subjected tothe influence of the great cold 
produced by icecold liquids. Otherwise its 
effects are not huitful to any extent sou lar as 
we can observe. 

A well-known Washington avenue dentist, 
when questioned on the subject, said: “Ice 


water paralyzes the nerve of the 
tooth if the dentine happens to 
be exposed to any extent .by the 


removal of the enamel. The nerve in some 
such cases is killed, anc decay and ulceration 
often takes place in the pulp. Toothache is 
the result. The periostium covering the 
roots of the tooth is sometimes affected by 
the same cause and inflammation is produced. 
Ulceration follows, and the only remedy is 
the removal of the tooth.”

The Jailer’s Records Show an Im- 
provement on Previous Years. 


7 


A Law that Fills the Jail and Increases the 
Expenses Unnecessarily—How the Prison- 
ers Spend the Sultry Summer Days. 


—_ 


To-day Deputy Jailer Charles E. Wells 
completed an examination of the records of 
the jail and a comparison of the annual com- 
mitments. Summing up the result this 
morning, hesaid: ‘An examination of the 
commitment index shows that crime in this 
city is on a temporary decrease at least. 
Taking the account of prisoners for any date 
since the city has had sole control of the in- 
stitution, I find that the number of persons 
confined increased monthly up to the pres- 
ent year, and now, for the first time in six 
years, the totals show a decrease. On this 


date, 1878, there were ninety-six opris- 
oners ww _ fail. On June 2, = 1879, 
there were 128; 1880, 131; 1881, 179; 
1882, 200, and to-day, 142. Since Judge 


Van Wagoner has taken the bench he has 
disposed of a large number of cases and done 
much to clear the jail.” 

“What will the summer average be?” 

**The number of prisoners increases dur- 
ing the summer always. The average 
throughout the yearis about four comumit- 
ments per day, one of which is for felony 
and three for misdemeanors. The commit- 
ments during the summer are abvut five per 
day. During the warm weather the charac- 
ter of crimes is much more serious than dur- 
ing the winter. More murders occur during 
July and August thao ‘in any other two 
months. By September we are usually weil- 
crowded to our capacity, as there has beena 
Steady admission and no discharge. The 
highest nuwber of prisoners we have ever had 
was during the strikes of 1877, when arrests 
were being made every hour in the day.” 
Speaking of the contract which the general 
pubiic expect the judge of the criminal court 
to fill, viz.: to ciear the jail, Judge Van 
Wagoner said: “Our criminal law is badly 
in ueed of repairing, and especially on this 
very subject. You see, the statute makes 
the highest punishment for any age under 
eighteeu years one year in jail. Grand juries 
have considered this very subject; it has 
been discussed time and again, but nothing 


has been done to amend the imatter. ‘the 
legisiature meets session alter ses- 
sion, with between thirt and 
forty lawyers in it, an does 


nothing to change the law. When these 
young fellows who commita large percent- 
age vol thecrimein this city are arraigned 
before me and found guilty have no other 
course to pursue but to send them to jail. As 
loug as this exemption age is kept at eight- 
een years lt will be impossible to clear the 
jail. i saw in the report of one of the grand 
juries, befure lcame here, that old and ex- 
perienced Criminals secured the services of 
boys under eighteen years to do the most 
desperate and risky part of the criminal 
Work, KnoOWing that if they were caugnt the 
punishment would be so light, while 
if caught themselves a jury would 
probably send them to the penitentiary for 
hiteen ortwenty years. Before much can 
be done ‘towards clearing the jail it will be 
necessary tu reduce this age of minority in 
cmime to sixteen or seventeen years,and then 
it will not be necessary to send so many of 
these young boys just reaching eighteen 
years back to jail.” 

Mr. Siegmund expects to accommodate 
nearly two hundred during the summer 
months. There are few changes in the 
routine Management of this institution dur- 
ing the summer months. Ky actual experi- 
ment it has been shown thatthe jail is the 
coviest piace in the vicinity of the Four 
courts. 

In enumerating the inducements offered to 
spend the summer in jail Deputy Wells said: 
“We have not many advantages to offer. 
We shut off the steam and put a few buckets 
of ice water about the floor. During the ex- 
tremely warin days the murderers are let out 
to sit on the gailery in front of the cells. 
Lhese tiers are back on the western side of 
the jail, and in the afternoon the sun pours 
in through the windows and western wick- 
ets. ‘These are about tie only privileges and 
advantages that go with this season, and 
shouid be very pour inducements four any- 
body to try and break into jail during tue 
summer season.”

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WASHINGTON’S CARRIAGE, 


Old Ben. Fiichardson Drives it up 
Broadway to His House in Harlem, 
From the New York World. 


The object which probably attracted more 
attention than all others in Harlem yester- 
day was George Washington’s carriage, 
which stood in the yard attached to “Lincoln 
Cottage,”’ the residence of Captain Ben. 
Richardson, on East One hundred and twen- 
ty-fifth street. 

The carriage is now in a rather dilapidated 
condition. Itis much larger than the car- 
riages of the present day. ‘The front wheels 
are very small. while the hind wheels are 
omemalls large. The body of the coach is 
of a light cream color, while the upper part 
is black. Green blinds are behind the 
windows and old-fashioned lamps are on 
each side of the driver’s seat. 

On each side of the carriage was a placard 
bearing the following inscription: ‘George 
Washington’s carriage. ‘The property of 
Captain Ben Richardson, Lincoln Cottage, 
Hariem, New York.” 

A number of men, women and children 
were found gazing at the ny gid and com- 
paring it with the velicles of the present 


day. 

Pincoln Cottage itself was something out 
of the usual run of residences. It is a three- 
story frame building, in which there is noth- 
ing unusual, but upon the roof are two lit- 
tie additions, from each of which a wooded 
cornice protrudes. Over one is painted 
“Fort Sumter’ and ‘Fort Donaldson” is

‘Lincoln Cottage.’

The room itself resembled a museum. Odd- 
looking war implements, oil portraits, orni- 
thological subjects and other relics crowded 
each otber on the walls. Under acase wasa 
siouch hat which Gen. Garfield wore. In 
another case was the cane which President 
Lincoln carried, while in stiil another case 
wereapair of gloves and a handkerchief 
which had been owned by President Lin- 


coln. 

**Yes, the carriage is attracting considera- 
ble attention, isn't it?’ said the captain, 
“and it did on Saturday when I drove it 
from the pier up to my house.’ 

“What is the history of the carriage, cap- 
tain, as far as you know?” was asked, 

“Weil, 1 believe it was built for Gen. 
Washington by a builder in Philadelphia 
named Clarke, and Washington always rode 
it out, in the height of style, with six cream- 
colored horses and postillions and outriders. 

“When in the spring of 1791 he visited the 
southern abaten Se made the whole journey, 
1,900 miles, in that coach.

Fielding’s Attempted Elopement.

The central part of the city is one vast faro 
ank. For three squares on Fifth street and 
for four squares on Jefferson street nearly 
every house is filled with keno rooms and 
faro banks.

Thiscity has now become 
the horse center of the state, and here are 
collected the big ‘‘sports” of Kentucky.

was talking the other day with ‘Fat Dick’’

Ex-Governor McCreary was 
at this time talking of ranning for congress 
against Thompson. Chinn heard of it and, 
slapping his hand down on the table in front 
of him, swore roundly that Thompson should 
have every cent of his winnings to beat Mc- 
Creary. When McCreary heard of the threat 
he failed to make the race. Chinn is a typi- 
cal Kentucky gambler—handsome, broad- 
shouldered, liberal to afauit, and knows 
how to use a pistol. He once faced a mob of 
thirty republicans at Harrodsburg, who 
were threatening to kill any enemy of Col. 
“Bill” Bradley, the leader of their party in 
the state, and especialiy hated by Chinn. He 
boldly denounced Bradley betore the whole 
crowd. Ina minute a dozen pistols were 
out. Chinn instantly drew his own, leveled 
it at the head of the leader and swore that 
the frst man who attempted to shoot him 
would read their leader’s death warrant. 
Some friends backed him up, all of them 
With their weapons drawn, aud a bloody 
battle was only prevented by mutual friends 
Settling the dispute. He carries hiinseif 
jauntily, never picks a quarrel and never 
shuns one that is forced on him. A brave, 
reckless, dashing fellow is Jack Chinn, and 
a good specimen of the Blue Grass gambler. 
He owns Leonatus and several other good 
horses, hasa fine farm in the heart of the 
Biue Grass, and is willing to bet $10,000 on 
three aces. 

Another man here named Keegin won 
$40,000 on Lida Stanhope and it scarcely 
raised arippie. In the same race a pool was 
sold for $4,000. ‘This is considered moderate 
betting. ‘Lhevery children on the streets 
buy pool tickets. On one side of Third 
street youcan see men in kid gloves wager- 
ing their thousands at the ‘“lurf,” and 
across the way bootblacks and newsboys bet 
twenty-tive cents en the “Derby.” 

‘The judge of our circuit court buys pools 
and no one thinks wrong of it. Heisa big- 
hearted, honest gentleman, and if public 
sentiment opposed his gambling he would 
scorn todo it. The chiet of the fire depari- 
ment sells pool tickets across the counter, 
and the leading councilman of the city is an 
auctioneer during the races. ‘The governor 
of the state buys ireely, and backs his choice 
like an oid gambler. ‘Lhe very girls buy 
pool tickets, and divide their pocket money 
with their brothers and try to plump a win- 
ner. Men make princely fortunes in a few 
years. Milt. Young, an obscure grocery- 
keeper at Henderson, Ky., got hold of a good 
horse, and aiter two years bought himself a 
magnificent stock farm near Lexingtou—the 
famous McGrathiana—and is worth any- 


stabie full of fiyers. His horses always lost 
at the right time and won at the right time. 
“You oughtn’t to biame the horses,” said a 
turfman to me; “they didn’t have anything 
to do with it.” 

The license thatis given other kinds of 
gambling makes Louisville the paradise for 
the “‘calculators of chances” as Bret Harte 
calls them. All the fines thatare imposed 
are freely remitted by the governor. Faro 
banks are almost as responsible as national 
banks, and have quite as much capital back- 
ing them. Winnings and losings are made at a 
single sitting that would make one’s head 
swim. Waddell, a well-knuwn gambler in 
the South, won $10,000 in two hours. Major 
Hughes lost $3,000 on the turn of acard. A 
half-drunken party wentinto a Fifth street 
bank a few nights ago and closed the bank 
up for the night, winning everything in the 
safe.

A PLUNGE TO DEATH. 


Three Mounted Cowboys Ride at a Gal- 
lop Over a Precipive. 
From the Denver News. 


There arrived on the Burlington train last 
night a well-known citizen of Greeley, who 
will probably die from the effects of injuries 
sustained in one of the most harrowing ac- 
cideuts that has a place in the history of 
round-up sensations in the west. The vic- 
tim is Mr. Charles Hughitt. The Little 
Frenchman range, in Southwestern Ne- 
braska, is perhaps one of the most gelebrated 
cattle sections of the country. In that 
neighborhood Hughitt was one of the most 
noted among the cowboys. A college gradu- 
ate, he combined intelligence with that rare 
courage which the better class of cowboys 
always display on the range. He was more 
than valiant. 

On the day in question the herds of the 
several stockmen were well gathered on the 
brink of a large mesa which overlooked the 
Little Frenchmaa river. ‘The bluff was at 
least one hundred feet above the stream. 
While the cattle were being cut out a steer 
broke away and made a dash along the edge 
of the yawning chasm. Beneath was the 
swiftly sing water and sharp jutting 
rocks. There were 150 cow-boys in the cir- 
cle, the number being oqenry divided among 
three outfits. A representative of each put 
spurs to his horse and made the chase. 

ughitt was the foremost. - Following him 
closely were Wm. Thompson and John 
Green. All three circled lassves above their 
beads and dug the spur points into their 
horses’ sides until the blood spurted. It was 
a rivalry of horsemanship and herding vaior. 
Along the edge of the awful precipice the 
maddened steer plunged, the three ambi- 
tious horsemen closely pursuing and await- 
ing an advantage. When ab ut 200 yards 
away from the herd, aud as the surrounding 
cow-boys were about to utter another yell 
of encouragement, acry of destruction and 
death went heavenward. ‘The steer aud 
horsemen disappeared simultaneously. 

The party rushed to the point to look out 
on the chasm only to see beneath jhe 
mingled bodies of dead and dying. While 
the members stood paralyzed on the brink, 
yet irresolute as to what they should do, 

ughitt was observed springing to his feet. 
His horse responded to the release, and the 
rider, after some difficulty, mounted. The 
twain, by a circuitous route, then slowly 
climbed back to the mesa. . Dismayed by 
the terribie catastrophe, the cowboys were 
Still standing benumbed with dread when 
the maimed man appeared among them. 
Meanwhile a descent was made into tie 
canon by a rescuing party.

Completely worn out by the 
long journey, the party arrived at Culbert- 
son about noon yesterday. When the station 
hove in sight the sufferer revived and began 
to express hopes of recovery. He was placed 
on the afternoon train arriving at the hour 
stated.

A White Apache. 
From the Tombstone Republican. 


A few days since a Hermosillo dispatch an- 
nounced the wounding and capture of L. N. 
Streeter, while headipg an Apache foray. 
Streeter is about fifty years of age, and was 
born in California, his father being captain 
ot an English merchantman trading on the 
Pacific coast, and his mother a native Cali- 
fornian. He first came into noticein Ari- 
zona by his connection as clerk with the San 
Carlus agency during Gov. Stafford’s admin- 
istration in the territory. While there he 
had some difficulty with the officials, it is 
said, by his giving aia and comfort to hostile 
Apaches. e left there suddenly and went 
straight for the camp of Juh and Geronimo, 
which was then near Janos Pass, on the line 
between Sonora and Chihuahua. It is stated 
while he was at the agency he became enam- 
ored of a squaw belonging to the tribe, and 
it was this fact that induced his leaving civ- 
ilization to cast his fortunes with the 
Apaches. Gov. Stafford offered a large re- 
ward for his apprehension, some stories plac- 
ing the amountas high as $5,000. He was 
not apprehended, however, and has never 
returned to Arizona. He is said by those 
knowing him intimately to be very intelligent 
and well educated, and »# manuscript now in 
the hands of the writer, written while 
Streeter was at Grenados, goes to prove it. 
He speaks the Apache dialect fluently, and 
is said to have great influence with them, 
His standing among the savages, by whom 
he is known as Don Cassamiro, may be seen 
when it is known that the eldest son of Chief 
Geronimo is named for him.
